Madame went to viſit her, and endea- 
vored to comfort her, alluring her that 
Monſieur de Vardes would ſpeedily retury 
which eaſed her a little: Bur at length 
finding no accompliſhment of her Promi- 
ſes and having recommended to her the 
Care of her Lover, and nppraided her 
Treachery , ſhe loſt all Patience; and 
finding the King in one ofher Fits of An- 
ger, diſcovered all to him ; not valuing 
her own ruine, if ſhe could but undo the 
Count de Guich, She ſucceeded in her 
Enterprize, for the X:ng ordered him to

The King at night in his Cloſet, calling 
to mind that Converſation, ſaid openly;

mired, he often made them at home and 
ſtarted them in the Companies where he 
c2me , as if they had been freſh thoughts, 
he was quickly engaged in Friendſhip with 
people without any diſcretion ; But whe- 
ther he found them perſons of Merit or no, 
he as ſuddenly abandoned them; What 
made his inclination laft longeſt was flat- 
rery , but it was to no purpoſe for a perſon 
to be extraordinary , if he did not admire 
him , he would have had no great eſteem 
for him. As he fancyed that a ſigne ofa 
good will was a nicenels for all works , he 
found nothing to his mind of all he ſaw, and 
ufually he judged of Books without know- 
ledg and reaſon : In ſhort , he was ſo blin-.
